afar off to the east over the road that 
we had come.

the track mad e a straight, d ouble ril>- 
bon across the flats, but curled about 
the moun tain roots an d slan ted up the 
foothills to fin d an easy way, till the 
pass at our feet was reached an d they 
set themselves d ogged ly to the task 
of zigzaggin g up as steep a slope as 
mules an d carts could tolerate.

The reason was that the build in g d e- 
j stroyed was Mme. T ussaud ’s. famed 
, far an d wid e as perhaps the most re- 
J markable waxworks collection in the 
I world . Mme. Tussaud 's was more than 
! a mere place of amusemen t, the com­ 
mercialization of the d isplay of wax­ 
work figures of celebrities past an d 
presen t; it was a n ation al in stitution . 
Mecca of Tourists. 
True, Lon d on ers d id n ot take an y 
special prid e in housin g Mme. Tus- 
-jtud ’s; 
they 
d isplayed 
a 
toleran t 
sen se 
of 
amusemen t 
that 
an ybod y 
should wan t to see a collection of wax 
effigies, but it was Hie rn eeca of “ooun - 
rry cousin s" an d foreign tourists vis­ 
itin g the metropolis. 
It is safe i<> say 
that whichever of the sights of Lon ­ 
d on the tourist missed , it 
was n ot 
Mme. Tussaud ’s. 
For the last half 
cen tury it has been part of the ed u­ 
cation of million s of juven iles to visit 
Mme. T ussaud ’s, an d there are un ­ 
d oubted ly more people in the En glish 
provin cial 
cen ters 
an d 
coun try d is­ 
tricts who are familiar with the Mary­ 
lebon e Road exhibition than there are 
in Lon d on . 
Even the average Lon ­ 
d on er visited it occasion ally, his chil­ 
d ren had to he taken some tin jc n r 
other, an d he certain ly had to pilot 
provin cial visitors there the momen t 
they arrived in town . 
Now the coun try cousin s are in d e­ 
spair. for the famous exhibition is d e­ 
stroyed an d even though the d irectors 
talk of it risin g phoen ixlike from its 
* yre, there is little comfort in this, for 
man y of the exhibits can n ot he re­ 
placed . ami an y future d isplay must 
n ecessarily con sist of mere copies of 
famous origin als.

action . 
Started Revolution. 
The on ly busts available were those 
in Curtin s’ museum in the Boulevard 
d u Temple. They were the work of 
the future Mme. Tussaud , an d in the 
en suin g d emon stration there was the 
blood shed which started the revolu­ 
tion . 
Marie’s con n ection with the court 
led to her imprison men t 
after 
the 
stormin g of the Bastille, an d she was 
placed in the same prison as Min e, d e

Nice Is Meeting Place for 
Pleasure Seekers. 


Washing!or,.—-Local weather condi­ 
tions in Europe seldom get into Amer­ 
ican news. 
Recently, howev er, mil­ 
lions of Americans read with interest 
ov er their b reakfast coffee that it b ad 
rained at Nice. 
Why a rain made 
cab le news is examined in a b ulletin 
from the Washington headquarters of 
the National Geographical society. 
“The unusual downpour had come 
day after day during carniv al week— 
the red-letter period of pleasure in 
the gay ‘winter capital of the w orld /” 
says the b ulletin, “spoiling

and no one knows how many millions 
of francs’ worth of gayety. 
Gayety at Carnival. 
“Nice is often cav iled at as too b ois­ 
terous. tyo crowded, and too noisy.’’ 
the b ulletin goes on, “b ut it continues 
despite all that to b e the capital of 
Europe’s winter playground, the Ri­ 
v iera. 
Cannes draw s to its v illas and 
hotels those of quieter tasti s. 
Men­ 
tone lures its inv alids, while all the 
other scores of resorts along this sun­ 
b athed M editerranean coast draw to 
themselv es 
appropriate 
grotti» 
of 
those in search of pleasure, rest, or 
health. 
But 
Nice 
is 
the 
meeting 
place for till as well as the place 
of 
tem porary 
residence 
for 
thousands 
w ho find this b ustling city and well- 
equipped resort, rolled into one, 
ex­ 
actly to their liking. 
“Nice’s gayety rises in crescendo to 
Hie carniv al which takes place just 
b efore the b eginning 
of 
Lent 
each 
spring. 
This more or less historic 
celeb ration, a type for numerous fes­ 
tiv als around the world, b egan as a 
modest fiesta many years ago. 
It b e­ 
came an organized celeb ration in LS71 
and 
has 
drawn 
increasing 
crowds 
since. 
It must b e admitted, too. that 
it has grown in rowdyism. 
There are 
quiet-lov ing souls who leav e Nice for 
the carniv al just as there are those 
who flock there for it. 
The celeb ra­ 
tion centers ab out the b attle of flow­ 
ers in the Prom enade 
des 
Anglais. 
There a re parades that feature the 
ludicrous as well as 
the 
b eautiful, 
and the inev itab le dominos, masques, 
street songs, street dances, horns and 
confetti. 
“There is a 
considerab le 
English 
colony at Nice. 
It dates b uck man\ 
years as one might surmise when lie 
learns that the Prom enade 'ics Anglais 
has b orne its name since ls21. 
Some 
of tiie earliest of the seekers of winter 
sunshine from the British Isles were 
in the modest Riv iera town that year 
when an unusual cold snap ruined the 
orange crop.

seashore—the Prom enade des Anglais. 
A wag has said that this roadway was 
b uilt b y the unemployed and has b een 
used b y the unemployed ev er sin<*e.

To 
see the city and its surroundings : t 
their b est one should ride ov er tin* 
famous Grande Comiche road. 
From 
Nice it climb s to a high shelf (the 
name means ‘great cornice or shelf) 
on The inland hills ov erlooking the 
entire region b oth seaward and off to 
the snow-capped Alps. 
Napoleon b uilt 
the rond b etween 1S05 and 1812 to 
f a c ilita te military expeditions toward 
Italy. 
Now It is giv en ov er almost 
entirely to pleasure traffic.

‘during the season’ whiz

Greenhouse tomatoes ripened on the 
vine are superior in flavor to those 
grown outdoors in warm sections, and 
picked unripe in order to get them to 
the distant consumer without undue 
loss, the United States Department of 
Agriculture finds in its study of green- 
1 muse tomatoes, just issued as Farm ers’ 
Bulletin 3413. Tomatoes marketed dur­ 
ing tlie winter and early spring months 
when prices are high are usually served 
as a salad or as an ingredient of a 
salad. 
Thus a comparatively smali 
quantity is enough for 
sv *\ernl per­ 
sons, making the tomato as economical 
to the housewife as other available 
salud crops. 
The greenhouse owner must make u 
large investment In houses and equip­ 
ment, and he must be prepared 
lo 
spend large sums for the maintenance 
of conditions suitable for this exact­ 
ing crop, says the department. On the 
other hand, a grower 2,000 or more 
miles from the m arkets must Spend 
large sums for picking, packing, trans­ 
portation, and handling before his crop 
can be realized upon. The products of 
properly 
located 
greenhouse 
ranges 
where fuel, labor, and other essentials 
can 
he 
obtained 
economically 
are 
usually able to compete successfully 
with tomatoes grown at distant points 
out of doors. 
The vegetable-forcin:- 
industry is increasing in importance, 
and the tomato is receiving its fu.

many years. 
In many other parts of the state 
tla's» * varieties have been grown in 
demonstration plots for several year.* 
with very satisfactory yields. Approxi­ 
mately eleven hundred acres of the 
two varieties were grown last year, 
so 
five or six thousand bushels of seed 
will he available for distribution. Tin 
demand was greater than the supplv 
last spring, Noll reports. 
I'hi* two varieties are almost alike 
in height, in type of grain, and iq yield­ 
ing capacity, hut Keystone is about two 
days earlier than Patterson. The grains 
are yellow and rather small. 
They 
have a thin hull and the percentage <■ 
kernel in tin* grain is usually higher 
than in the larger-grained varieties.
